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Sales Tax 
Is in Effect 
Here Today 


Check Reveals 


Petitions Have 
Insufficient Names 


It may be April Fool’s day but 
no fooling will be tolerated when 
you are asked to pay the new one 
per cent *:ales tax* which went 
into effect today. 
Two petitions filed in opposi­ 
tion to the sales tax last *veek 
by C. J. “Lucky” Bassett with 
68 names and the one by Charles 
V. Knupp, electrical contractor 
with 262 names were thrown out 
by the city council following the 
report of their non-validity by 
Mrs. Louis McCarn, city clerk, 
who spent almost two days 
checking the names against the 
voting registrar in Riverside. 
ONLY 128 NAMES of the 330 
filed were found to be valid sig­ 
natures of registered voters with­ 
in the city limits of Palm Springs. 
Under the law for referendum 
petitions fen per cent of the reg­ 
istered voters have to appear on 
such a document before it can be 
held sufficient. Mrs. McCarn at 
Riverside, checking the names on 
the roles under the direction of 
John A. Bergin, assistant county 
clerk, found that 1798 voters were 
registered as living within the 
Village. Tt be effective in stop­ 
ping the imposition of the sales 
tax it would have been necessary 
to show 180 names on the peti­ 
tion.Bassett’s petition filed with 
Mrs. McCarn last Wednesday was 
never even considered because 
it showed no precinct number op­ 
posite the names on the petition. 
This was true in some of the 
names on Knupp’s petition but in 
the majority of the names de­ 
clared invalid on that document, 
did not show the voting address 
of the person whose signature 
was represented, in many in­ 
stances showing a business ad­ 
dress instead. 
FURTHER some of the names 
were stricken from the petition 
because the voter represented did 
not cast a ballot in the last gen­ 
eral election. Such were the in­ 
structions given to Mrs. McCarn 
by county clerk Bergin with the 
added admonition that regardless 
of whether she personally knew 
the person represented, as to pre­ 
cinct and proper address, the 
names were to be stricken under 
the law applied to such referen­ 
dum petitions. 
City Attorney Roy Colegate 
asked for an opinion declared that 
the sales tax will now go into 
affect. The only way it can be 
repealed would be an initiative 
petition with ten per cent of the 
voters represented. When and if 
such a petition is filed, Colegate 
said, the city council would then 
be forced to place the proposition 
on the ballot of the first general 
election. 
“HOWEVER," the city attorney 
added, “if 15 per cent of the vot­ 
ers are on such an initiative pe­ 
tition, the city would be forced 
to call a special election.” 
Mrs. McCarn cited in her cer­ 
tificate as city clerk to the city 
council in special session Friday 
night the following which in 
part read: 
“As a result of such personal 
examination of the petition filed 
by Charles V. Knupp, April 26, I 
find that there are only two hun­ 
dred one signers opposite whose 
names appeared the respective 
precinct. I find and do hereby

Arrangements for Jet 


Planes' Participation in 


Aerial Show All Set 


An inkling of the things that 
will transpire at the aerial circus 
Sunday, April 13, was indicated 
last Friday morning, when two 
P-80 Shooting Star jet planes 
came “swooshing” out of the sky 
from the direction of Mt San 
Jacinto to land at the Palm 
Springs Airport. 
At the controls of the speedy 
single passenger military aircraft 
were Colonel Leon Gray, com­ 
manding officer of the 12th Photo 
Reconnaissance S q u a d r o n of 
March Field and Lt. Col. Garrett. 
Mission of the officers was to ar­ 
range with members of the Vet­ 
erans of Foreign Wars and 
AMVETS, the part the March 
Field jet planes will play in the 
three-hour aerial show to take 
place at the airport on the last 
day of the Circus. 
COLONEL GRAY announced 
that his squadron, the only one 
of its kind in the United States, 
and the jet planes which this out­ 
fit flies, were ordered by General 
Doyle, commanding officer of 
March Field, to participate in the 
show here. 
Both officers went into a hud­ 
dle with Dr. Claude Church, 
chairman of the Aerial Circus, A1 
Ziskin, V.F.W. member, in charge 
of the arranging the Army’s part 
of the show. The Army’s pro­ 
gram tentatively agreed upon, 
will take forty minutes, Col. Gray 
said. 
IN ADDITION to the jet planes 
which will be on the ground for 
the first-hand inspection of the 
audience at the show Sunday 
morning, tight formation flying, 
take-offs and landings, speed of 
climb and descent will be demon­ 
strated. The amazing speed of 
these ships in the air, the spec­ 
tacle they make when warming 
up for the take-off, is considered 
a thrill for those who have never 
seen these ships at close hand 
before. 
This was demonstrated for 
others in the group who also met 
the officers when they landed at 
the airport. At the conclusion of 
the conference, the officers got 
into their ships, adjusted oxygen 
masks which they wear from the 
time they take-off. It was at this 
point that the amazing speed of 
the airships was demonstrated. 
Taxiing to the farthest end of the 
long take-off strip, both jets were 
in the air and out of view over 
the top of Mt. San Jacinto in less 
than one minute.

Raise Limit 
on Bonds for 
Local Tramway 
Ceiling on the amount of bonds 
to be sold in financing the con­ 
structing of the Mt. San Jacinto 
aerial tramway was lifted in a 
bill voted by the state assembly 
in session last Friday in Sacra­ 
mento. The proposition will now 
go to the floor of the Senate and 
if acted upon favorably will be 
placed before the Governor for 
signature. 
The original bill placed a ceil­ 
ing of $3,000,000, based on the 
prewar price of materials and 
cost of construction. Since the 
end of World War II, the Mt. 
San Jacinto Winter Park Author­ 
ity has found it impossible under 
the limitations in bonds allowed 
to be sold, to negotiate for the 
construction of the giant lift. 
UNDER THE AMENDMENT to 
the original bill, the Winter Park 
Authority will be given the 
power to use its own discretion 
in the amount of bonds to be 
sold. The amendment also in­ 
cludes permission for the con­ 
struction of housing facilities for 
employees of the Tramway to be 


Operation 
at Hospital 
to Start Soon 


Community Hospital 


and Aid Society 
Join in Venture 


In operation, perhaps next 
week, will be the new Palm 
Springs Hospital’s Free Clinic, ac­ 
cording to an announcement 
made yesterday. Doctor C. H. 
Baldwin will head the new Clinic 
as its director. 
* 
Hailed by leading citizens and 
the working class of the Village 
as a long-needed adjunct to com­ 
munity life here, the announce­ 
ment of the Clinic’s opening was 
greeted with great satisfaction. 
ORGANIZATION of the Free 
Clinic finds the Welfare and 
Friendly Aid Society and the 
Community Hospital association 
as co-partners in the venture. The 
former organization will pay fifty 
per cent of the cost of operation 
and the Hospital, a proportionate 
share. In cases where emergency 
operations are involved, and 
where the patient is found un­ 
able to pay the cost of such op­ 
erations, the hospital will pay 
its fifty percent. In the past the 
Welfare and Friendly Aid has 
also paid the medical bills of per­ 
sons unable to pay. 
Those persons who will be 
given free treatment at the clinic 
include indigent and semi-indi­ 
gent people. At the same time 
it was pointed out, where hos­ 
pital confinement is involved, 
aside from out patient treatment 
and emergency cases, those per­ 
sons unable to pay, will be sent 
to the county hospital. In the 
case of veterans, entitled to hos- 
pitaliaztion at Veterans’ Ad- 
minisration hospital, these cases, 
too, will be also transferred to 
such institutions. 
CREATION of the Clinic was 
brought about by reports that 
many persons in Palm Springs, 
allowed in some cases, minor ail­ 
ments to become serious through 
fear of visiting a doctor because 
of inability to pay the physician’s 
fee.It is hoped that these persons 
now will present themselves at 
the Clinic when it opens, where 
without costs, if they are unable 
to pay, will have their ailment 
diagnosed and treated or hospital­ 
ized if necessary. 
“Heretofore,” declared Doctor 
Baldwin, “the hospital has as­ 
sumed the cost of treatment and 
operations in cases where people 
were unable to pay. Now under 
the Clinic, the burden of paying 
will be portionately shared by 
the Hospital and the Welfare and 
Friendly Aid.” 
THE DOCTOR went on to say 
that many borderline cases will 
no doubt be revealed in the abil­ 
ity of a patient to pay regular 
fees of a physician or for hospi­ 
talization. He cited the example 
of a wage earner, father of five 
children and earning $200 per 
month. 
“Now in such a case, 
Dr. 
Baldwin said, “this man would
